ENGLISH AND AMBEICAN JOURN- 
ALISM. 

'I'ho hist number of the Nuietcentli ( 'cn- 
ftini contjiins an article on American jour- 
nalism as compared with British journal- 
ism which, though written from a British 
sl.uidpoinl, indicates very fairly a miiiiber 
nf the main ditleronces which (.■haracteri/.e 
the newspapers of the two countries. In 
England tho editorial department domi- 
nates everything else and controls public 
opinion to an extent never approached in 
the States. No .Ami'rican picks up his 
paper to tind what the IJenihl, fur in- 
stance, has t<i sa)' about any pnimiiiont 
event in the same way that an Kuglish- 
maii turns to the Tiini\i or to sumo other 
of the great Loudon dailies. The editorial 
departmoiit of most of tlie American pap- 
ers occupies a decidedly inferior position 
as ciunparoil with other depart ments. and, 
aa tho result, much that appi'ars in that 
department strikes any one accustomed to 
the supernatural gravity uf the English 
leader writers with astonishment. Re- 
garding the editorials in the New York 
liiiiilil, wliioh unfairly perhaps, as the 
lli'Kitil is nnliirinusly weak in this res])oct 
is taki'ii as a sauqilc nf .Vinerican jourii.al- 
ism, tho writer in the \ iiu-tci-nlh ('fnliirii 
.says that thoy cannot bo t^ikeii to mean 
anything. He quotes several spocimens. 
In one leader, the following threij^ lines 
appeared:

.\imihur reail: ■' The Americans are the 
host peoide in the world to meet an onier- 
goncy.

These choice extracts and the Imniily 
h.ised U])on them have been ipinted by 
sniiie nf the //e/i(/</'.s i;roal journalislie 
rivals \v il h unci iiieealod delight. .\ more 
just t'ritii'isni which II. o writer has to 
make in regard In .American papers is that 
in their etl'ort to be newsy they run to 
excess in the direction of verbosity. The 
essential facts which are really all that the 
puhlio eares to know are almost buried in 
a mass of wnrily and irreh'vaiit matter. 
In tho case of a roeoni car strike the pa- 
llets weri! full nf interviews with tho 
siiporinieiidont. with the depot keeper, 

I ho |iiilieo, the strikers, passengers, antl 
in fael with evoryniio who could be induc- 
ed In say anything about the matter. 
These iiitoiviews were published ill the 
iiist niii.ai y fashinii with pnrlrail s nf indi- 
viduals ciiiinoelod with the strike, seiLsa- 
tiniial headlilioH, Ac. The capacity of the 
-Aiiioiioan reporter, and his aptness, so 
tar .IS the g.atheriug of news is concerned, 
are contrasted rather favorably with tin- 
.same ipialities as exhibited ill the IOiiljIisIi 
reiii.rtor:

Uycr -Ilo Thought it Better 
to ijc ill Victoria than Sitka— How 
thi) Hplr.ure was Made. 

The (iwiiei-« of the schooner Alfred 
Adams, which arrived Wednesday even- 
ing, were bu.sy yesterday in securing the 
sworn despoaitions of the captain nnd crew, 
ai|5\ ii^; making arrangements to clear their 
vessel, and ))lace the seizure ipiestion in 
the hands of the proper parties. 

C.ajit Dyer made the follow ing state- 
ment to a reporter of Tui-; Coloni.st: 

On the tith Aug., in lat. 54, 48 N,, 
Ion, 107, 4!) \V., the United States steam 
cruiser Richard Rush steamed alongside 
the schooner and lowered the boat in com- 
luand of the first lieutenant imd boat's 
crow. Thoy boarded the Alfred Adams 
and rei]uested the caiitain to take hia 
ship's register, log book, articles, clear- 
ance and all other docaments, and to ac- 
company him ijii b,.)ard the revenue cut- 
ter, ■ On hoarding the vessel the cap- 
tain inquired Oapt. Dyer's business 
in the Behring's sea. He replied, "lish- 
ing and taking seiils." He then said, "I 
will have to .sei/.e your ship and skins." 
Capl. 1 )yi,'r .slati'il that he was not aware 
that the walers were prohibited, likewise 
that he had never taken a seal iiisiile of 
00 miles north of the nearest land in 
Ounaloska, or 60 miles south of St. raid's, 
and ho considered that his ship was not 
liable 1,0 seizure. Theeaptaiii of tlii! Rush 
atatcd that he iiiiisl obey the orilers ,if his 
goveriiineiil, and that our govermiieiit- 
miist settle it with theiin.
